tions. 


About 1500 independently oper- 
ated meat markets in the St. 
Louis area may be forced to close 
as a result of the scheduled sus- 
pension of operations by 35 small 
beef slaughtering firms at the 
close @f business today in protest 
against government regulations 
under which the packers contend 
they can not operate profitably. 

Meat supplies already are short, 
many markets reporting they have 
little or no fresh meat on hand 
and some with only a one or two- 
day supply. The 35 firms that 
plan to close supply an estimated 
75 per cent of the city’s beef, and 
the result of their closing would 
be reflected in barren display 
cases in 48 hours, retailers said. 

Joseph W. Stevens, field sec 
retary of the Individual Retail 
Grocers’ and Meat Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, in estimating the effect 
of the threatened shutdown, said 
that much of the independent 
dealers’ meat supplies will be cut 
off. 

To Explain to Customers. 

Nearly 300 members of the asso- 
ciation, meeting last night at the 
Louis House, authorized the 
printing of 100,000 handbills for 
distribution to customers to ex- 
plain the dealers’ plight and ask 
consumers to protest to their con- 
gressmen about OPA regulations. 

Stevens told the meeting that 
one packer who will close his plant 
had offered to operate as a “cus- 
tom packer” with a group of re- 
tailers contracting with him ‘to 
act as the group’s agent in buying 
cattle and processing meat. 

“A retail meat dealer cannot 
operate at a profit under such an 
arrangement,” Stevens said. “The 
packer would get from 4 to 7 cents 
a pound more for meat, but the 
retailer would get no increase. 
In addition, the retailer would be 
classified as a packer and would 
have to fill out involved forms. 

“The only solution I see is to 
let the packer make a profit and 
let us make a normal profit, too.” 

Stevens asserted that packers 
had treated unfairly veterans who 
had opened stores, in that meat 
has been supplied to established 
retailers without consideration for 
such veterans. As a result, he 
said, the association often had to 
“borrow” meat supplies from es- 
tablished stores to enable the vet- 
erans to operate meat depart- 
ments, 

Those attending the meeting 
shouted approval of a statement 
by Stevens that it is almost im- 
possible to buy fresh produce on 
the wholesale market at prices 
that allow retailers to sell at the 
OPA ceiling. 

No Reply From OPA, 

Meanwhile, preparations went 
ahead by the 35 small beef slaugh- 
tering firms to shut down indef- 
initely, Max W. Kramer, attorney 
for the Missouri-Illinois Small 
Slaughters’ Association, said. 

“Nothing has occurred to alter 
our plans,” he said. “We have re- 
ceived no reply from the Office of 
Price Administration in Washing- 
ton to our invitation to send a 
representative to our meeting to- 
morrow.” 

The association will sponsor a 
meeting at 2 p.m. tomorrow at 
Hotel Jefferson to which more 
than 100 small! slaughterers from 
15 states have been invited, to join 
in the protest movement.

The CPA chief called for quick 
application of the policy after re- 
porting that the nation’s industrial 
production is at the lowest point 
since spring of 1941 because of 
strikes. 

Small released his monthly pro- 
duction review after the Senate 


terday by slashing $750,000 from 
a bill to give it $1,500,000 of extra 
operating funds. Despite an admin- 
istration plea the cut could cripple 
the national housing program, the 
Senate voted it by a 44-30 margin. 

OPA got similar treatment. The 
Senate, by a 45-to-25 vote, lopped 
$927,000 from its proposed $1,854- 


000 extra appropriation, heedless

Extensive Publicity Campaign on 
Sharing of Food Planned. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 (AP)— 
A broad publicity program to rally 
Americans behind the _ idea of 
sharing their food supply with the 
hungry abroad, was being mapped 

today by the administration. 

The campaign will be officially 
started by President Truman, 
probably tomorrow after a White 
House conference with former 
President Hoover, who was Food 
Administrator in World War Il, 
on ways of preventing what Tru- 
man has called “mass starvation” 
overseas. 

The program will call for the 
use of the press, radio; the pulpit, 
‘the speaking platform and other 
methods in impressing Americans 
with the plight of the millions of 
underfed in war-ravaged areas, 

Department of Agriculture of- 
ficials said the campaign would 
appeal! to all Americans to eat less 
bread, flour and other cereal pro- 
ducts, and to prevent waste in 
meats, fats and oils, dairy prod- 
ucts and other foods. It also will 
urge farmers to market as soon 
as possible all the wheat they can 
spare and to curtail the feeding of 
‘bargains so that this country may 
have larger supplies to _ ship 
abroad. 

Officials said the program would 
ask consumers to ration them- 
selves and would appeal to food 
distributors and processors to un- 
'dertake informal rationing of 
‘bread, bakery products and flour. 
Sponsors of the drive hope, offi- 
cial said, to re-establish “the war- 
time psychology that it is not 
only patriotic but humanitarian to 
cut down on food consumption.” 

The appeal is being made, of- 
ficials said, because this country is 
‘falling behind in its promise to 
‘ship a million tons of wheat 
abroad each month in the first six

“The morning after the first day 
we put the boxes out, we found 
as many as 11 rats around one 
box,”’ Schierbaum said. ““‘We have 
found at least 350 dead rats near 
the boxes since the program 
started, which means that ‘many 
hundreds of others have returned 
to their burrows to die. The pois- 
on seems to have a lure for the 
but after a taste of it the 
rat usually dies in his tracks be- 
fore he can move 10 feet.” 

The product is manufactured by 
Monsanto Chemical Co. at its An- | 
niston (Ala.) plant. The company 
now sells the chemical to profes- 
sional exterminators and public 
health agencies, subject, however, 
to agreements calling for extreme 
care in its use. 

City Plans to Use 1080. 
John Buxell, chief engineer of 
he sanitation section of the city’s | 

Health Division, told the Post- 
Dispatch his office is planning to 
use the chemical inside buildings, 
chiefly in the business area. He 
acknowledged that it was ex- 
tremely effective, but said that 
calcium cyanide, now in use, is 
superior for killing rats in their 
burrows, as it also kills fleas and 
other parasites carried by the 
animals. |

CITY BUDGET HEAD URGES CUT 
IN FUNDS OFFICES REQUESTED 


Amounts Sought by Departments Exceed 
Appropriations for Current Year by 


$3,589,000, Schubkegel Says. 


Huge reductions in  depart- 


i|mental requests for operating ex- 
ipenditures for the city’s next fis-

year were recommended to 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment today by Budget Direc- 
tor E. G. Schubkegel. 

Departmental requests for the 
next fiscal year, beginning in 
April, exceed by $3,589,000 the 
appropriations made for the cur- 
rent year, Schubkegel said... The 
only reason that the city was able 
to balance its budget this year, he 
asserted, was because of an accu- 
mulated surplus of $3,145,000 from 
previous years. 

City departments have request- 
ed $30,336,000 for operating ex- 
penses. Appropriations for this 
year totaled $26,746,000. The 
Budget Director’s compilation of 
requests figured the Police De- 
partment on the same basis as for 
this fiscal year. This department 
has not yet made its request for 
next fiscal year. Actually, it is 


expected to be increased by $500,- 
1000 over the appropriation of $5,- 
'688,000 it received for this year.

Part Sought for Salary Hikes. 

The request for the largest in- 
crease in operating expenditures 
came from the Department of 
Public Welfare which seeks $10,- 
156,000 for the new fiscal year, 
as compared to an appropriation 
of $8,164,000 for the year now 
coming to a close. About $1,636,- 
000 of the department’s $1,991,000 
requested increase is for salaries. 

Both increased salaries and an 
increased number of emplayes are 
involved, as compared to the cur- 
rent year. This is true in most 
departments. About $2,763,000 of 
the $3,389,000 requested increases 
for all departments are for sal- 
aries. 

The Public Welfare Depart- 
ment’s increased requests reflects 
the increased patient load at the 
city’s institutions. Salaries of the 
institutional workers were great- 
ly increased but a large number 
of additional employes were also 
required at each place. 

For operating City Hospital, 
$2,081,000 is requested as compar- 
ed to- $1,617,000 appropriated for 
this year.

More than 500 persons will be 


‘employed immediately by the Vet- 


erans’ Administration branch of- 
fice in St. Louis to staff a new 
department to handle the service 
insurance records of an estimated 
1,000,000 veterans in a five-state 
area, B. C. Moore, deputy admin-. 
istrator, announced today.

| Service insurance records of 
veterans of Missouri, Kansas, Ar- 
kansas, Oklahoma and the Texas 
Panhandle, which is the area 
served by the St. Louis VA office, 
are now in a central office in 
New York. They are to be sent 
here, Moore said, late in May as @ 
part of the administration's pro 
gram to decentralize and simplify 
activities. 

Moore said the personnel office 
of the administration had been in- 
structed to obtain new employes 
with general clerical or adminis- 
trative experience. A large number 
of the new workers, he stated, 
would be sent to New York for ad- 
vance training in the handling of 
insurance records.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28—Julius 
A. Krug, President Truman’s nom- 
inee to succeed Harold L. Ickes 
as Secretary of the Interior, is 
counted on by persons familiar 
with his views to be a strong sup- 
porter of the proposals for the 
Missouri Valley Authority and 
similar authorities in other basins. 

He has declined to discuss his 
stand publicly, in advance of the 
hearing on his nomination set by 
the Senate Public Lands Commit- 
tee for next Tuesday. It is ex- 
pected that he will be questioned 
then on this and many other fields 


in which the Department of the 
Interior is concerned. 

Krug’s friends understand that 
he is a believer in the maximum 
possible decentralization of ad- 
ministration in such undertakings 
as the control of the water re- 
sources of the Missouri valley. 
This is the principle of the MVA 
proposel. Such a policy is in di- 
rect conflict with the stand of 
tormer Secretary Ickes, who 
sought to have the proposed au- 
thorities for the various great 
river basins ofthe nation placed 
under control of his office at 
Washington. 

In a Key Position. 

The position Krug takes is of 
particular importance. As Secre- 
tary of the Interior, he will be in 
charge of the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, one of the principal agencies 
handling the Pick-Sloan plan for 
the Missouri.. This plan was re- 
cognized under the 1944 Flood Con- 
trol Act and a start has been 
made to carry it out. The Re- 
clamation Bureau and the Army 
Corps of Engineers are the out- 
standing units in the voluntary 
Missouri Basin Inter-Agency Com- 
mittee, set up to co-ordinate the 
work, with the army engineers ex- 
ercising a strong leadership. 

Krug is not familiar yet with 
the operations of the Inter-Agency 
Committee, it was learned by the 
Post-Dispatch. 

From 1938 to 1941 Krug was 
power engineer, in charge of the 
important power division of VA 
Tennessee Valley Authority. TVA 
is the prototype of MVA. It was |

period more successfully than had | 


been originally expected. 

He said the Germans were get- 
ting an average of 1920 calories 
a day, with deficiencies noted 
only among the aged. Nutritional 
he said, revealed that 
women were faring the best and 
in some cases were even gaining 
weight. (British authorities an- 
nounced yesterday the ration in 
their zone would be cut from 
1500 to 1014 calories beginning 
March 4 because of a food supply 
shortage.) 

“Sufficient hospital facilities ap- 
pear to be in prospect for the first 
time,” the report said. 

Displaced persons continue to 
be a source of trouble, the report 
disclosed. There still are 556,000 
displaced persons in the United 
States zone, approximately half of 
them classified as “stateless per- 
sons,” McNarney’s report said. 

“The UNRRA educational pro- 
gram was pushed during the 
month,” McNarney reported, “but 
response from displaced persons 
was so far not encouraging.” 

He said that more than 1,000,000 
Germans had been processed in 
the American de-Nazification pro- 
gram, with a total of 260,000 per- 
sons ousted from public employ-

Not only do the basic 
principles of existing inter-Ameri- 
‘can agreements and the good 
ineighbor policy itself preclude an 
‘attempt on the part of any Ameri- 
can nation to dictate the policy of 
‘another but also any such attempt 
will provoke a reaction upon the 
part of the Argentine 
which may well create a perma- 
nent rupture. Such measures could 
do incalculable damage to the in- 
terests of the Western Hemi- 
sphere during the uncertain years 
which lie ahead, If we believe in 
the efficacy of democratic prin- 
ciples and in the ultimate power 
of public opinion, then we must 
permit the Argentine people to 
determine their own destinies for 
themselves.” 

The State Department’s “blue 
book” was made public two weeks 
before the Argentine national 
elections. It was obviously intend- 
ed to influence their outcome. It 
will be widely interpreted as inter- 
vention in the sovereign concerns 
of the Argentine people.

During the we Americans were 
@ll in it together We had a fighting 
front and a home front While those 
on the home front fought out the war 
in comparative safety, that could not be 
helped. They did suffer dislocation of 
jobs, and they gladiy. suffered priva- 
tions, because they felt they were the 
soldiers on the home front. 

But now, after the war, it seems that 
Only one group of people fought the war 
—armed forces veterans. Out of this 
war has grown a class distinction. “You 
think like a civilian. I think like a vet- 
eran.’ Even in your letter column this 
distinction is apparent. This is only 
natural, and, given no impetus, would 
probably fade away with the rest of the 
cruel memories of war. 

But such a distinction is beginning to 
hurt, particularly in the present hous- 
ing crisis. Such utterances as one by 
. Wilson Wyatt might even flame this 
distinction into discrimination. He main- 
tains that “war veterans must be given 
first priority in obtaining living quar- 
ters as vacancies develop,” that any 
waiting “should be done by the non- 
veterans.” 

Does Mr. Wyatt mean that the soldier 
on the home front has not the right to 
shelter his family and children because 
he did not wear a uniform? Shall he 
simply cease to exist? 

It is no longer a question of wait- 
ing, but of living. Some civilians have 
enough of a handicap with the restric- 
tion on children without acquiring ane 
Other in the shape of the veteran. 

We all fought this war together. True, 
in the evil scheme of things, some gave 
their lives, some gave their eyes, their 
legs and arms, and others gave only a 
part of their security and lives. It was 
not mainly a self-appointed choice, but 
the pick-and-choose roulette of war 
Still, we were in it together. Cannot we 
work our way back together, as one 
class, as Americans? Are we not al 
veterans of this war? 

The only true distinction or privilege 
Or priority should go to the wounded 
to the sick and maimed. To thee 
all owe a debt so enormous that fet 
even a lifetime of consideration id 
commensurate their loss. To the fallen 
dead will go a distinction far tewend 
our poor power: that of immortets

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No Half-Way Control 


Only a general assault will rid St. Louis of 
its rat menace. When the Board of Estimate 
meets today, it must consider a clean-up of 
trash as one necessity, and establishment of a 
strong rodent control agency as another. Use 
of either measure alone would mean a half-way 
job of ridding this city of its rat plague. 

St. Louis already seems assured of municipe! 
trash collection. -All the city officials faw 
it, and most of them approve of a flat serww. 
charge to pay for it. The question yet te * 
answered is, Should rubbish be burned 
incinerators, or dumped and covered wit) eet 
in a sanitary fill? 

The first method has the disadvantage ef high 
initial cost, while sanitary fills create om eddi- 
tional problem of rodent control. The selution 
depends upon local disposal facilities eed funds, 
as Arthur C. Meyers, Director of S*ewets and 
Sewers, made plain in an excelle™ report to 
the Mayor a year ago. 

Now that Mayor Kaufmann hee Semed a com- 
mittee to tackle the trash collectios problem, St. 
Louisans will await the committee report with 
expectation. “St. Louis has wetted 25 years for 
rubbish and ash coliection,” the Mayor says. 
That is a long time to keep ee public waiting 
for a necessary service. 

Yet a clean-up campaign sieme will not rid us 
of rats. Rats are wily and *wtews, as the Mirror 
of Public Opinion article om this page shows. 
Drive rats out of ashpits. eed they may well try 
to move in with all of we Im New York, rats 
were held at bay by @ wertety of measures: bet- 
ter sanitary conditions. weproved food storage, 
rat-proofing of buildimes and increased power 
for city inspectors te “slap on a violation and 
make it stick.” 

In other words, rete produce a complex threat 
which requires comp ex antidotes. No one meas- 
ure alone will conmewer rats. 

The inadequacy ef what St. Louis has done 
so far is as obviews as the rats running around 
our houses and sileys. The present Rat Con- 
trol Service in the Health Department has been 
limited to extermination or poisoning work. As 
the Mirror article says, “Killing them off 
periodically te a waste of time; it’s like taking 
aspirin for @ cancer.” 

Furthermore, the Rat Control Service has 
had to beg other city departments to enforce 
what rat eoentrol ordinances we now have... The 
job is simp !y too big for a small subdivision of 
municipal government. While the buck is 
passed, St. Louis faces an infestation of a million 
rats. 

This newspaper has pointed out before that 
our smoke pall persisted until the city provided 
strict ordinances and a responsible enforcement 
agency to deal with smoke. Can we do less to 
rid ourselves of the evil of rats? 

A year ago, Alderman Vernon Riehl and an 
aldermanic committee made a thorough study 
of the rat menace, and sought the advice of ex- 
perts of the Federal Rodent Control Division. 
Then the committee offered three bills to es- 
tablish an independent Division of Rodent Con- 
trol in the Department of Welfare, of which the 
present Rat Control Service is a secondary sub- 
division. 

The proposed agency would have authority to 
enforce strict rat control ordinances through 
hearings and prosecution. Such power {s neces- 
sary to support an extensive education campaign 
in behalf of rat-proof construction, storage and 
sdnitation. These measures, and this undivided 
authority, are absolutely essential in the war 
on rats. 

While the Aldermen are overwhelmingly in 
favor of the Riehl bills, a few city officials ap- 
pear critical. They maintain that the Riehl pro- 
posal would duplicate work of the Rat Control 
Service, or that further long study is needed. 
But the intention is not duplication, but incorpo- 
ration of present services under the new agency. 
As for further study, that could mean further 
delay. All the studying necessary was done a 
year ago. 

The Riehl hills should be passed to supple- 
ment municipal trash collection. The Board of 
Estimate—Mayor Kaufmann, Comptroller Nolte 
and President Schweitzer of the Board of Alder- 
men—must make the requested $50,000 appro- 
priation available. The war with rats is a con- 
stant war, and this sum is a reasonably small 
war chest. 

It would be a costly mistake for St. Louis to 
neglect the advice of all the authorities on rat 
control. Their advice is clear: fight rats on every 
front; neglect no opportunity for battle. Half- 
way measures are an invitation to vicious guests. 
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The long-suffering consumer {s one element in 
American life that hasn’t struck—yet.

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“A Greater Criminal Than Krupp” 

Since the days of Kaiser Wilhelm, and even 
before, the name of Krupp has been a symbol! of 
the German military machine. Now the world 
learns that there was an even greater arms 
maker behind the Nazi Juggernaut, an obscure 
but mighty figure named Friedrich Flick. He 
is described by American investigators as “a 
behind-the-scenes force far bigger than Krupp 
».. a greater criminal than Krupp.” 

This newly discovered merchant of death 
belongs among the major war criminals, not 
only because he helped arm Hitler’s forees of 
aggression, but because his empire was built 
on theft—from the seized Czech, French and 
Russian properties and from Jewish-owned 
plants acquired at forced sale. As an accomplice 
of the Nazis in their looting of Europe, and a 
major exploiter of slave labor, his record ranks 
with the records of the 22 men now on trial at 
Nuernberg. 

So why isn’t Friedrich Flick brought to trial 
as a war criminal? Through a series of shabby 
evasions, no Krupp is being brought te justice, 
nor is any other German industrialist or arms 
maker. Our investigators have tracked down 
a prize specimen, whose trial at the earliest pos- 
sible moment would assure the world that this 
time the Allies really mean to burn owt the roots 
of chronic German militarism and aggression.

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The Ruthless Vandalism of Rats 


The Mirror 


Public Opinion 


These animals are quick-witted, vicious enemies of man, writer 
says; they attack humans, spread fire and disease and destroy prop- 
of erty; they almost defy extermination, but can be controlled through 
sanitation and rat-proofing measures backed by enforcement agency. 


Joseph Mitchell in the New Yorker of April 29, 1944 


The rats of New York are quicker-witted 
than those on farms, and they can out- 
think any man who has not made a study 
of their habits. Even so, they spend most 
of their lives in a state of extreme anxiety, 
the black rats dreading the brown and 
both species dreading human beings. 


Away from their nests, they are usually 
on the edge of hysteria. They will severely 
bite babies (there was an epidemic of this 
a year or so ago in a row of tenements in 
the Wallabout neighborhood in Brooklyn), 
and they will bite sleeping adults, but or- 
dinarily they flee from people. 

If hemmed in, and sometimes if too sud- 
denly come upon, they will attack. They 
fight savagely and blindly, in the manner 
of mad dogs; they bare their teeth and 
leap about every which way snarling and 
snapping and clawing the air. A full-grown 
black rat, when desperate, can jump three 
feet horizontally and make a vertical leap 
of two feet two inches, and a brown rat is 
nearly as BSpry. 


Like Spooks in the Shadows 


As a rule, New York rats are nocturnal, 
They rove in the streets in many neigh- 
borhoods, but only after the sun has set, 
They steal along as quietly as spooks in 
the shadows close to the building line or 
in the gutters, peering this way and that, 
sniffing, quivering, conscious every moment 
of all that is going on around them. 


The average person rarely sees one. When 
he does it is a disquieting experience. Any- 
one who has been confronted by a rat in 
the bleakness of a Manhattan dawn and 
has seen it whirl and slink away, its claws 
rasping against the pavement, thereafter 
understands fully why this beast has been 
for centuries a symbol of the Judas and 
the stool pigeon, of soullessness in general. 
Veteran exterminators say that even they 
are unable to be calm around rats, 


Rats are almost as fecund as germs. In 
New York, under fair conditions, they bear 
from three to five times a year in litters 
of from five to 22. There is a record of 
seven litters in seven months from a sin- 
gie captured pair. The period of gestation 
is between 21 and 25 days. They grow 
rapidly and are able to breed when 4 
months old. 


“Wisest, Most Cynical Beasts” 


The span of life is between three and 
five years although now and then one may 
live somewhat longer; a rat at 4 is older 
than a man at 90. Exterminators re- 
fer to old rats as Moby Dicks, “Rats that 
survive to the age of 4 are the wisest 
and the most cynical beasts on earth,” one 
exterminator says. “A trap means nothing 
to them, no matter how skillfully set. They 
just kick it around until it snaps; then they 
eat the bait. And they can detect poisoned 
bait a yard off. I believe some of them 
can read.” 


In fighting the rat, exterminating com- 
panies use a wide variety of traps, gases 
and poisons. One of the largest is the Guar- 
antee Exterminating Company (“America’s 
Pied Piper”), at 500 Fifth avenue. Its head 
is KE. R. Jennings, a second-generation ex- 
terminator; his father started the business 
in Chicago in 1888. Mr. Jennings says: 

“Most good exterminators despise rat jobs 
because they know that exterminating by 
itself is ineffective. You can kill all the 


rats in a building on a Monday and come 
back on a Wednesday and find it crawling 
with them. The only way rats can be kept 
out is to ratproof the building from sub- 
basement to skylight. It’s an architectural 
problem; you have to build them out, Kill- 
ing them off periodically is a waste of time: 
it’s like taking aspirin for a cancer. 


“Twenty-five years ago there were easily 
two rats for every human in the city. They 
gradually decreased to half that, for many 
reasons. . Better sanitary conditions in gen- 
eral is one reason. Fewer horses and fewer 
stables is another. The improved packaging 
of foods helped a lot. 


“An increase in the power of the Depart- 
ment of Health is an important reason, 
Nowadays, if a health inspector finds rat 
tracks in a grocery or a restaurant, all he 
has to do is issue a warning; if things 
aren’t cleaned up in a hurry he can slap 
on a Violation and make it stick. 


“The most important reason, however, is 
the modern construction of buildings and 
the widespread use of concrete. It’s almost 
impossible for a rat to get inside some of 
the newer apartment houses and office 
buildings in the city. If he gets in, there's 
no place for him to hide and breed. Take 
the Empire State Building, which I know 
intimately. There's never been a rat in it, 
not a single solitary one.” 


A Passion for Match-Eating 


Exterminators believe that most fires of 
undetermined origin in the city are started 
by rats. “They are the worst firebugs in 
creation,” one says. “They set some fires 
by gnawing the insulation off electric wir- 
ing, but their passion for match eating is 
what causes the most damage.” 


The brown rat is an omnivorous scaven- 
ger, and it doesn’t seem to care at all 
whether its food is fresh or spoiled. It will 
eat soap, oil paints, shoe leather, the bone 
of a bone-handled knife, the glue in a book 
binding and the rubber in the insulation 
of telephone and electric wires. It can go 
for days without food and it can obtain 
sufficient water by licking condensed mois- 
ture off metallic surfaces. 


All rats are vandals, but the brown is the 
most ruthless. It destroys far more than 
it actually consumes. Instead of complete- 
ly eating a few potatoes, it takes a bite or 
two out of dozens. It will methodically ruin 
all the apples and pears in a grocery in a 
night, gnawing on a few and then cutting 
into the others for the seeds. To get a 
small quantity of nesting material it will 
cut great quantities of garments, rugs, up- 
holstery and books to tatters. In a big 
warehouse it goes berserk. In a few hours 
a herd will rip holes in hundreds of sacks 
of flour, grain, coffee, and other foodstuffs, 
spilling and fouling the contents and mak- 
ing a wholesale mess, 


It sometimes seems that only deep hatred 
of the human race could cause the rat to 
be so destructive.

Vivid Picture of Richmond 
In Harsh Civil War Days

“The Beleaguered City,” by Alfred Hoyt Bill. 
fred A. Knopf, New York.) 


Richmond from 1861 to 1865, the be 
leagured city whose story is here told, was 
not a nice place to be at such a time. 
There was a war going on and Richmond 
was in the middle of it. That war, as it 
affected the capital of the Confederacy, 
was a drab and dreadful thing with little 
of glory and less of saving grace. The city, 
as Mr. Bill describes it, was the sufferer 
from war at its worst under conditions of 
confusion and incompetence that could not 
have been much worse. 

Mr. Bill's information, gleaned from con- 
temporary sources, newspapers, advertise- 
ments, diaries, letters and official docu- 
ments, deals in a matter-of-fact way with 
day-by-day conditions as it may well be 
believed they existed, without benefit of 
the perspective that may be made to invest 
war and siege with highlights of heroism 
and nobility, or even glamour. His recital, 
from facts taken as he found them, is 
without glorification or dramatization ex- 
cept as starkness has a drama of its own,

The author, foreseeing that there might 
be complaint of undue prominence given 
to the shortcomings of the people and their 
Government, hastens to say that the em- 
phasis placed upon these shortcomings is 
in itself a tribute to the steadfastness and 
courage of the people. He says of them 
that their triumph over their discontent, 
disappointment and discouragement at the 
selfishness, bungling and mismanagement 
from which they suffered almost as se 
verely as from the acts of their enemies 
was no small part of their achievement 
that made those four terrible years in 
Richmond one of the most splendid epi- 
sodes in American history. 

That is one way of saying something nice 
about the South, but it is not the way the 
South likes best or the way it has been 
said by friendlier historians than Mr. Bill. 
Not that Mr. Bil] is necessarily unfriendly, 
but there are Southerners who will say that 
he went looking for the shortcomings and 
faults in the Confederate camp, and when 
he found them he told about them with 
something like relish.

It is asking a good deal of Southerners, 
even at this late date, to like it when they 
are told that their Government was one 
great improvisation from top to bottom, 
that the people were without knowledge of 
war: to be told of the inflation joined with 
scarcity that sent prices soaring, of prof- 
iteering, black markets, favoritism, corrup- 
tion, arrogance and ineptitude. 

Maybe so, many Southerners will say, but 
why throw it up to them now? Some of 
them may go as far as to say Mr, Bill is 
a Damyankee,

HE NAME Avocado Mousse 

may not be the correct one to 

give the food we describe be- 
low. It is not a dessert as most 
mousses are, but it is made like a 
mousse and it resembles one. It 
is most delicious when served over 
a fruit salad consisting chiefly of 
citrus fruit or tomatoes and the 
eye as well as the palate will re- 
spond with approval. In its role 
as a salad dressing, it should be 
in molded form. It may 
also be used as a salad or appe- 
tizer. In some of the famous 
Swedish eating places one often 
sees on -the smorgasbord tables 
something much like this, molded 
in ring form. One’s appreciation 
of this mousse however, depends 
upon whether or not the partaker 
recognizes and enjoys both the 
rich and the bland flavor of this 
most unusual fruit. To make this 
mousse a winner, you must first 
be sure of the quality of your avo- 
cado. 


If the fruit is hard and preerror 
if it is so soft that t lesh has 
taken on a soft blackish brown 
color there is no use wasting time 
or effort in its preparation. For 
good eating, avocado must be soft 
enough to quickly mush up with a 
fork, and it should have a rich 
leaf green color from the skin 
down to the greenish yellow heart 
flesh. In this condition it re- 
sponds to the seasoning of lemon 
and onion juice, salt and mayon- 
naise or cream. But go easy on the 
onion juice. Some cooks recom- 
mend the use of a little Worcest- 
ershire here but if that is pre- 
ferred it should also be used with 
discretion or the flavor of avoca- 
do will be pushed out and over- 
powered, The aim should ‘be to 
use just enough of the other sea- 
soning to point up the avocado to 
its best advantage. When this is 
achieved avocado reaches a place 
in food preparation that it justly 
deserves. 


Avocado Mousse. 


Three medium, fully ripened 
avocados, one teaspoon plain gel- 
atin, one-fourth cup cold water, 
two tablespoons lemon juice, one 
and one-half teaspoon onion juice, 
three-fourth teaspoon salt, three- 
fourth cup mayonnaise, three- 
fourth cup heavy cream, whipped; 
watercress, sliced oranges and 
grapefruit segments. 

Don’t attempt this mousse until 
you have high quality avocado 
with flesh ripened just to thé right 
soft lovely green stage. Soften 
gelatine in water for five minutes, 
then set in hot water to dissolve. 
Meanwhile puree the avocado 
(should be about 2 cups). Add 
next four ingredients. Add melted 
gelatine slowly, stirring constant- 
ly. Fold in cream and pour into 
+6-cup mold or individual molds, 
rinsed with cold water. Chill until 
firm. Unmold on watercress, Gar- 
nish with thick slices of orange 


and grapefruit segments, Six-eight

OME is all the world to chil- 
H even. acutely present in the 

minds and hearts ofthe young- 
er children, but always the domi- 
nant background in the thought 
and behavior of all children from 
the youngest to the oldest. No 
well-traii..d teacher will disregard 
home and its heads, its ways and 
the influence of those ways on its 
children, 

The children who live in homes 
that are well set in the ways of 
this nation’s life are bright spots 
in the teacher’s day. They are the 
leaders, the inspiration of the 
others, but it is the others that the 
teacher will have to study and 
plan for. Every good teacher feels 
the responsibility resting upon 
him to train the untrained and 
send them out to be heads of 
families that will train their chil- 
dren in American ideals of work, 
thought and behavior.

TO DO THIS the teacher will 
have to enlist the aid of the par- 
ents of her pupils, all of them, the 
highly placed and the lowest and 
all between and if she can Cap- 
ture the,interest and aid of the 
clergyman, the physicians, den- 
tists, social workers, if any, so 
much the b¢tter for training chil- 
dren is a community task in which 
the 

The big group of almost any 
class in this country goes along 
with the teacher smoothly so there 
will be but a handful to receive 
special professional timely help. 
The first thing to dO is to examine 
each child who does not measure 
up, even in a small way, to the 
standard. A slight fault at the 
start such as uncleanliness leads 
to grave behavior tendencies. Find 
what the conditions are behind 
that uncleanliness. Remember 
that no child likes being below 
standard in any way and when he 
knows that he is, and is helpless 
to change it, look out. for trouble. 
Get to his aid quickly and effec- 
tively even if you have to supply 
the soap and water and towels 
yourself,

ONCE I VISITED a little school 
in the country and noticed that 
every child in the room was shin- 
ing with cleanliness and goodwill. 
T asked my host how it happened 
that there was no child there 
without good clothes and good 
care. He showed me a big closét 
in the hall, like a little room with 
shelves all about it and there was 
a complete outfitting shop from 
shoes to caps, a fine medicine 
cabinet, everything necessary for 
the care of the children; 

The teacher headed a parent- 
teacher group. The women met in 
the schoolhouse every week and 
sewed for the children, brought 
clothes new and worn; stocked 
that closet and kept it full, Once 
a month a big meeting was held 
when the twenty-four families sent 
representatives andthe doctor and 
the minister reported. That was 
a school worth its costs. Home 
must help but the teacher must 
lead.

St. Louis Pupils Sending Gift Boxes Through Junior Red Cross 


By Clarissa Start 


HAT ordinary lead pencil which 
Tyour young hopeful clutches 

and .occasionally chews as he 
ponders. the intricacies of long 
division, is a prosaic enough item 
in the American home. Its_mone- 
tary value seldom 
To school children in foreign coun- 
tries, however, a pencil is a price- 
less possession, a luxury which 
often brings a~ non-ceiling price 
of as high as $9. In France, the 
tablet of paper that goes with it 
has a black market value of $5. 
In Gzechoslovakia both are so un- 
obtainable that school children 
are working their sums by scratch- 
ing with rocks on pieces of dis- 
carded shovels. 

These facts of international 
arithmetic are being brought 
home to American school children 
and, more than that, they are do- 
ing something about it. Through 
the Junior Red Cross, they are 
sending boxes, 9x4x3-inch card- 
board containers which hold pen- 
cils, paper, compasses, rulers, 
tooth brushes, soap, sewing equip- 
ment, and in spare corners, a few 
less practical but morale - lifting 
gifts such as hairbows and jump- 
ing ropes and rubber balls. The 
expense of the boxes and shipping 
costs are paid for by the National 
Children’s Fund of the Junior Red 
Cross, but the articles. themselves 
are purchased by the children with 
they have raised through 
their own initiative and ingenuity. 

“The Red Cross prefers that 
the children earn the money 
themselves rather than ask their 
parents for contributions,” said 
Miss Margaret R. Aird, director 
of educational services for the St. 
Louis Chapter of Red Cross. “Also 
we like to stress that the boxes 
are not filled with leftovers but 
with really good things. Each box 
has an approximate value of $3 
and of course, is worth much 
more in the countries to which 
the boxeg are sent.” 

These educational boxes, 500,000 
of which were given last year, 
have heen sent annually since the 
Junior Red Cross was first estab- 
lished by Woodrow Wilson in 
1919, but until three years ago 
they Were called Christmas boxes 
and devoted principally to toys 
and dolls. After the outbreak of 
the second World War, the Latin 
American countries agreed to 
forego their shipments so all gift 
boxes could be sent to children in 
the war zones, and as shortages 
became acute, dolls and toys gave 
way to more useful items.
